Trying to Hang On For Four 
Years Wore. 


"ZS ! 


Policy Has Been Worked to Death 


on Other Outsolns Admin- 
istrations. 


Says a Washington newspaper cor- 
respondent: 
There is an 
epidemic 
among fourth-class postmasteinj. 
Dur- 
ing the last ten days hundreds of them 
have sent their resignations to Robert 
A. Maxwell, fourth assistant postmas- 
ter general. 
But nearly every resigna- 
tion has had a string attached. 
It is 
the custom of the postofhce, and has 
been for years, to allow the fourth-class 
postmasters to serve four years from 
the date of their oppointment. 
Who n 
the end of the term draws near the 
postmaster begins to have thoughts of 
his successor. 


Ho looks over his family and flnds a 
sister, or a cousin, or an aunt fitted to 
take his place. 
He then sends his re- 
signation to Washington, but is care- 
ful to state that he would be glad if 
such a relative could be appointed to 
succeed him. 
He generally makes his 
resignation conditional uiwn the ai>- 
pointment of A successor named by 
him. If the resignation Is accepted 
and the appointment made as suggested 
it means that the postotlice will be kept 
in the family four years longer, for 
fourth-class postmasters serve for four 
years, no matter whether tl»ey are ap- 
pointed to All a vacancy or not. 


Since the republican victory, which 
brought the flight of time prominently 
to the mind of many democratic olllce- 
holders, hundreds of fourtij-cluss iM)st- 
masters have proiX).sed this Ingenious 
scheme to General Maxwell, who is 
their ofllcial superior in Washington. 
General Maxwell has fallen into a trap. 
He has politely notified all those post- 
masters that if they submllted a resig- 
nation clear of all reservations, condi- 
tions and restrictions it would Iw ac- 
cepted, but that the department could 
not become a party to any scheme to 
make the postonice a permanent house- 
hold possession. This scheme to keep 
the postofllce In the family Is not a new 
one. It has been employed at the end 
of oMb administration. It is hinted by 
the postofllco oftlcials that it was used 
with some success at the close of Mr. 
Harrison's administration. 


There are now more than 70,1)00 post- 
ofllces in the United Stales, atid alM)ut 
00,000 of them are In the fourth class. 
The nostmasters in this class are paid 
accoraing to the numljer of stamps sold 
and letters mailed at their olllees. The 
pay in most cases is insignilicant, but 
the 
jjostmasters nrollt 
by 
keeping 
a store, where ail tlie country folks are 
bound to come.

Hoiidmud Petrulnuin. 


The claim some time ago set forth by 
Paul d’Hnmy, a French naval ofiicer, 
of having ori^inatf’d a proce.ss for the 
successful fiolidilioation of petroleum 
for contwercial aud industrial purposes 
has been further explained by iiim. 
From this account, sunimarized in The 
Progressive Age, it appears that heavy 
common oil has Lieen converted hy this 
inventor into a solid block, as hard as 
tlio hardest coal, burning slowly, giv­ 
ing otC an intense heat an<i showing 
not (he sligiitest si^n of melting, a ton 
of such fuel rcpresentinf{ as many as UO 
tons of coal, and the space ceoupied by 
one ton of it heing about three cubic 
foot, as against the lari|e Kpace required 
for the coal. At a recent gathering of 
experts, M. d’llumy exhibite(i samples 
of the article and experimented with 
them. On the tal)le were several cakes 
of the solidilkd petroleum and of low 
grade oils of various sizes and shapes, 
and in addition to the cakes therti were 
samples of tlie same fuel in dry powder 
and paste, the petroleum powder and 
paste mixed togetlier and pressed form­ 
ing a homogeneous ma.ss, with a great 
specific (gravity, hard almost us stone, 
and, when burning, giving oif a flame 
]iOU times its own volunie and a heat 
well nigi) as great as oxygen. Tests to 
determine the production of snuike or 
smell failed to indicate tho emauation 
of either of these.
